NEW YOUK, June i>.—Peter Maher and 


Tom Sharkey (ought tonight at tho 
1'alace Atbletie Club for a *]5,000 purse. 
At the end oi the seventh round the 
police, interfered and tbe contest re- 
sulted' in a most unsatisfactory manner. 
Never in the history of the ring has 
there been such an enormous attend- 
ance at a boxing bout in this vicinity.

ington avenue. 


A more representative congregation ol 


well known uportlmi men had never 
witnessed a boxing match than that 
which assembled at tbe clubhouse to. 
night. The Quantity ol money which 
would have changed handi had the bout 
resulted in favor ol either man, is well 
up in Bix figures 


That there would be police interfer- 


ence if the men fought hard was feared 
by the majority of those who purchased 
tickets, but after tho two boya who took 
part in tho opening bout had been 
allowed to pummel each other without 
being stopped by the police, those pres- 
ent bad hopes that the big fellows would 
have a good chance to Bet;le tho ques- 
tion of supremacy. 


Muher was n big favorite, but there 


eeemcd to be plenty ol money on 
Bhurkey. When they began operations 
Maber'B advantage in height and reach 
was very marked. 
. 
Sliarnoy's Btyle ol leaving himself 


open when stopping away canted a 
good deal ot comment, and it was easily 
seen that Maher was in no hurry to 
mix matters, as he evidently preferred 
to Hi/.e his man up. 
Tho holing was very tame for live 


rounds, neither man showing a mark. 


In tue sixth round Sharkey, wilh a 


well directed straight right on the 
mouth, sent Peter sprawling hall way 
through tbo ropea. where he struggled 
for live seconds b»loro be regained Ins 
feet. As Miiber wan gutting up Sharkey 
ruslied towards him, but was called 
back by Uboynski, who was evidently 
afraid that tho sailor might commit a 


'°T«n seconds later tbo gong ended the 
sixth round, and when Maher returned 
to his corner he epat out a lot of blood. 


Sharkey'a friends, when they BOW 


this, yelled "Ural blood lor Sharkey, 
and there waa a great deal ot cheering. 


The seventh round was nearly com- 


pleted when Maher, alter getting in 
some good blows on Sliarkey, sont tbo 
latter to the lloor near the ro,ies with a 
lelt in the wind and a right swing on 
the jaw. Tom was up again inside ot 
live seconds and rushed into a clinch. 
In this clinch Maher kept working his 
right on the body, and when tho gong 
sounded neither heeded the warning of 
the timekeeper, but kept on hitting 
each other. Ono of Slalier'n ««™d" 
rushoil over nnd grabbed Mahor. \Vlille 
he was trying to pull tho big fellow 
away, Sharkey swung his right on tho 
second's face, diulnc him.

Rawline of Utah and Mills of Texas

HAVASA, June 9.—The passenger 


train which leaves Havana for Matai 
MB daily at li a.m. was dynamited thia 
morning about twelve miles from the 
city by a party of insurgents. 
Accord- 


ing to tho official accounts tho object 
was plunder, ol which $6000 was iu the 
express car. 


Tho officials had ordered the passenger 


train to go ahead and a pilot engine to 
follow. At a bend in tho lino a terrible 
explosion completely wrecked the en- 
gine, which fell into a pit twenty-nine 
feet below, dragging three cars after it. 
At tbo same moment another explosion 
wrecked tho pilot engine, which came to 
the rescue, and it fell into the pit also. 


Both engineers, ono fireman, one con- 


ductor and seven soldiers were killed 
and throe passengers were severely in- 
ir.red, while thirty-two Buffered more or 
loss serious bruises. 
The two trains were dynamited with

T. Kelley, wafl taken from the sheriff 
here today, beaten into insensibility aud 
then hanged to a tree by a mob, imme- 
diately after haviuK been tried iu court 
and sentenced to death for his crime. 
Andrews, who was but 20 years of ano, 
came hero from North Carolina, and on 
May 5th of this year was arrested for 
aseault upon Mrs. Kelley. At that time 
a mob endeavored to lynch him but he 
waa hurriedly tnkeu to Baltimore and 
confined in the jail ia thatcity until last 
night when he was brought here for 
trial. Shortly before noon Andrewa wan 
taken from tbe jail to tbe court houeo 
aud arrainned before Judge Page. He 
was much frightened and pleaded guilty. 
Judge Page then aenteuced him to be 
banged, and Sheriff Nelson, together 
with Deputy Sheriff Dryden, started to 
remove tbe prinoner to tbe jail. Just as 
they reached the outtr door some one 
shouted: "Como on, boyu; let'a take 
the damn niftier," and a rueh wan made 
for the Bheriff aud the deputy. 


Blow after blow with clubs, bludgeons 


and pielol butts were rained upon the 
bead ol tbe prisoner, in unite of the 
efforts of the oflicere to ehiuld him. 
judge PBRB ran out of the courtroom 
and implored the crowd to wait and let 
justice take ita course, but without 
avail. The ehoriff aud his deputy wisre 
eoon 
overpowered 
nnd 
tlio 
crowd 


pounced upon tho neuro, threw him to 
the ground aud kicked him into ineeiiBi- 
bility. Meanwhile a ropo had been pro- 
cured and picking "p the inanimate 
form, thu mob placed the ropn around 
thu neck of the dyinn man and drawing 
the body to a treu, throw the ropu over 
a limb uml BWUHH the body into thu air. 
Then a doxon bullets worn lired into tho 
body and it was lelt daubing until tho 
coroner cut it down. No attempt nt 
dienuiee wnn made by any of those who 
participated iu (he lynching.

sujiiieat a revision of the rates. It also 
appe»rn to he a fact that there are few 
towns io the West where water is aa 
cheap aa it ifl in Fresno.
